Only insignificant Austro-Hungarian 
forces have been in Russia for the past year, and the Ruasian front has 
been drained of all fit German troops for service in the west. | 

There are on the Italian front still some Bulgarian and Turkish sol- 
diers, who are expected to be used there in the Austro-Hungarian offensive 


against Italy.

mon notoriety tha},.the Irish volun- 
teers had been in conwnunication 
with the authorities in Germany and 
wers for a long time known to have 
been supplied with money through 
Irish-American societies. This was 
so stated in public by John MacNeill 
(former president of the Sinn Fein, ) 
on November 8, 1914. It was sus- 
pected long before the outbreak that 
some of the money came from Ger- 
man sources.” — 

“The evidence on this subject in 
possession of the British govern- 
ment provides the clearest proof of 
these suspiciogs. 

“It became clear very soon after 
the rising that the Sinn Fein leaders 
again were asking Germany for 
help.- On June 17 there was a mes- 
sage from Berlin to Washington re- 
ferring to ‘A 259 or May &, a mes- 
sage which is missing, and saying 
that Germany was perfectly ready 
to give further help if the Irish 
would only say what sort of help 
they required.”

IIE delay in resuming the Ger- 
man offensive is probably due 
“to the unexpected success of 
Gen. Foch in husbanding his re- 
serves. 
. Although in one way a brilliant 
military operation, the great -Ger- 
man offensive has fatied of its pur- 
We know now with some degree 


ef certainty just what the Germans 


had in mind when they began the 
attack. Their plan was an old 
American footballi play called the 


“fake line buick.” ‘In the football 
Play, one of the half-backs charges 
into the scrimmage line as though 
he intended breaking through with 
the ball; while the defending team 
concentrates all ita strength at the 
threatened point to head him off, 
the bali is slipped to another play- 
er who plunges through the weak- 
ened line with the weight of his 
wh team behind him. 

was in essence the German 
idea. Concentrating an immense 
army of reserves from ten to fifty 
miles back of the line, they sent an 
army charging in against the line 
just south of Amiens. As this was 
in a direct line toward Paris, the 
Germans figured that Gen. Foch 
would hurry every man he could 
find to protect that sector. Then at 
the fatal moment when the Allies 
were rushing headiong to save 
Paris, another Germany army 
would be hurled itn from the re- 
serve stations in the rear, break 
through at Y and capture the 
chanel ports,’ thus cutting off both 
England and America from the 
armies in the field. .. 

The Germans figured that, with 
Ypres and Amiens both under 
heavy attack and with a great Ger- 
man reserve army still available In 
the rear, the third army could be 
gent in to either point; to whichever 
seemed the best bet at the time. 
The plan did not work ont. The 


enough to permit the French and 
Ame to come to the rescue. 
MUST TRY AGAIN. 
Tt is very likely that this error 
in the German plans was partly due 
to the failure to take Amiens, an 
important railroad center, in the 
fret drive. The initial drive toward 
Amiens made a terrible dent in the 
Allied line, but it did not tear apart 
the French and Enelish armies as 
the Germans had hoped: nor did it 
seriously interrupt the ability of the 
Allies to ship reserves to threat- 
ened points of the line: ~ 
The battle plan having fatled in 


nothing for the Germans to do but 
to try the same tactics again. They 
can't — now. 

In taking up the fight again, they 
find themselves confronted with sev- 
eral difficulties. 

By an exhibition of moral courage 
that has seldom been equaled in the 
history of warfare, Gen. Foch was 
able to resist the excited demands 
of public opinion for a counter- 
attack and held back his reserves. 

The result is that the Allies are 
better off now than before the Ger- 
man “victory.” 

It is estimated that Foch has 
1,260,000 men who have not been in 
the battle. Asnericans are pouring 
in to augment this reserve. 

To oppose these troops, it ig esti- 

ted that Germany still has 800,- 
Ary men who have not yet been 
used in the big battle. 

This gives the Allies a very im- 
portant preponderance in reserves, 

it is quite within the range of 
probability that the Germans have 
delayed the second attack in order 
to add to their reserves by draining

FAILURE UNDER SEAS. 

Bpeaking in broad general terms, 
however, the worst failure of the 
Germans is the failure. of the un- 
dersea boats. 

If the German empire goes down 
to final defeat, it will be because 
they guessed wrong about the pow- 
er of submarines. 

From the very first, the Amert- 
can naval officers have contended 
that the submarine is not a weapon 
of first magnitude and never can be; 


that it is in reality an auxiliary and 


always will be. 

So great was the German confi- 
dence in the undersea boats that 
after the voyage of the Deutschland 
across the Atlantic, they felt able to 


take a chance at bringing America 


into the war, serene in the belief 
that the submarines would make it 
impossible for us to ship troops 
across the sea. 

The submarine warfare has re- 
minded us of the old military truism 
that “every offensive digs ith own 
grave.” Every weapon of aitack ig 
met with & defense. Every defen- 
sive has a fatal hole that can be 
broken through. 

Belgium relied upon her wonder- 
ful forts, considered to be tmpregna- 
ble. They were torn up lMke paper. 


'Germany relied upon her sea sharks 


and they were snagged. Every weap- 
on ia met by a shield; new weapons, 
new shields. 
The full details of the methods 
employed by the British and Amer't- 
cans in fighting the subs are not 
knewn and loyal citizens do not try 
to find out. But the fact is eurely 
established that the submarine men- 
lace is no longer a real military dan- 
. Even as these iines are writ- 
ten a transport may be going down 
with a torpedo in her heart; but 
that would not alter the fact that 
the Allies are able to ship troops 
across the sea probably with less in- 


terference than the shipment of 


large numbers of troops has ever en- 


countered before in the history of 


warfare. 

The Allies are euffering now from 
the damage that the undersea boats 
did in the past. That is to say, we 
are embarrasseli by the ship short- 
age caused by past submarine dep- 


redations, not by any present activ- 


ity of the undersea boats. The 


present percentage is all in favor 


of the shipbuilders. 

From the German standpoint, the 
bottling up of the “sub” bases at 
Ostend and Zeebrugge came at a 
critically bad time. It pulled the 
teeth of the sea sharks just when 
the American trodps were on the sea 
in greatest number. 


Having failed to prevent the ship- 
ment of American troops overseas, 
the Germans are engaged in a fran- 
tie effort to keep our boys on this 
side by stirring up trouble in Mex- 
ico. It has been known for some 
time that this intrigue was to be 
ripe in May.

Aid to Enemy. 
Colonel Replies to Burleson 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, May 25. Charges 
that the administration had used its 
honest criticism, 
while at the same time condoning 
anti-Ally and anti-American agita- 
tion in powerful newspapers, were 
made by Theodore Roosevelt today 
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in a reply to Postmaster-General 
Burleson in their controversy over 
the Postoffice Department's treat- 
ment of publications. 

The charges were presented to 
the Senate by Senator Poindexter of 
Washington. 

Col. Roosevelt declared President 
Wilson personally was responsible 
for the Postmaster-General’s atti- 
tude. The Hearst papers, he said, 
are among those that have received 
favored treatment. 

“Since the war began,” said Col. 
Roosevelt, “the administration has 
used the very great powers of the 
government over the public press to 
stifle honest criticism of governmental 
inefficiency or misconduct while con- 
(which necessarily means 
encouraging) pro-German, anti-ally 
and their anti-American agitation in 
certain powerful papers which de- 
} fended this inefficiency and miscon- 
duct; and it has sought from Con- 
gress a great addition to the al- 
ready existing power it has mis- 
used. I believe that the first ar- 
ticle of the Constitution guarantees 
the right of the people to criticise 
truthfully the cohduct of their pub- 
lic servants and that this right can- 
not be taken away by any law. 

“During the past year the action 
of the administration, taken large- 
ly through the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, has been such as to render it 
& matter of some danger for any 
man, and especially any newspaper, 
to speak the truth if that truth be 
unpleasant to the governmental au- 
thorities at Washington. ~ 


POLITICAL EFFECT. 


“The effect of this attitude has 
been very marked politically. Such 


“| coercive power tends to make up- 


right men, even although they are 
strong men, cautious about telling 
truths which ought to be told. 

“It forces weak men to praise the 
administration whether it does well 
ill It invites unscrupulous men 
who desire to serve Germany to 
gain license to do so and to secure 
advantages by praising the admin- 
istration, tated when it has act- 
ed wrongfully or inefficiently, and by 
supporting it politically. 

“There are cases where all com- 
petent and honest observers are 
morally certain that political sup- 
port has been given and is now be- 
ing given to the administration by 
various newspapers, especially Ger- 
man-American and semi-Socialistic 
neWspapers, because of the club thus 
held over them by the: edministra- 


tion. From the very nature of the 
case there can rarely be positive 


proof in such cases, but as regards 


the most striking cases of favoritism, 
those concerning the Hearst papers, 
‘as compared with the suppression of 
Tom Watson's paper, and the at- 
tack (for nominally wholly different 
reasons) on the Metropolitan 
(magazine,) I herein give the facts 
which prove exactiy what I have al- 
leged. The Postmaster-General has 
raised the issue; I meet it equarely; 
ahd he shall not evade it. The ad- 
ministration has successfully en- 
deavored to prevent expression of 
Opinion hostile to it, and to put a 
premium on supporting the Presi- 
@ent personally and politically with- 
out regard to whether his actions 
are detrimental or beneficial] to the 
country.” 
ASSAILS CREEL. 


. Col. Roosevelt also assailed Chair- 
man Creel of the Committee on Pub- 
lic Information and in imputi re- 
sponsibility for the acts of the Post- 
master-General and Mr. Creel, said: 

“T deal with Mr. Burleson and his 
actions purely because he is a rep- 
resentative of President Wilson ex- 
actly as is Secretary Baker; exactly 
as is Mr. Creel. President Wilson 
is responsible for everything Post- 
master-General Burleson and Secre- 
tary Baker and Mr. Creel do or 
leave undone. . . I have scant 
patience with the timidity which 
dares not hold accountable the 
source of power and only ventures 
to express displeasure with instru- 
ments through which the power is 
exercised.

“It is true that since we entered 
the war Hearst has at various 
times issued editorials professing 
Sreat patriotic zeal, but it was at 
the very time when in other edi- 
torials he was attacking Allies of 
America, England and Japan, in the 


most offensive way and at the very 


time when he was upholding the 
Russian Bolsheviki, who had made 
Russia a traitor to the free nations 
of the world and a subservient ally 
of the German autocracy. Such ac- 
tion cannot fail to give aid andj 
comfort to Germany. |

with the chief responsibility for any 
action or inaction of the administra- 
tion In relation to Hearst. The ad- 
ministration is responsible for the 
toleration of Hearst's anti-ally, anti- 
war and, therefore, anti-American 
activities, and for the reward never- 
theless given him: and the service 
rendered on the other side by Hearst 
was service to the administration 
and not to the country.” 


Col. Roosevelt suggested that the 
Department of Justice had knowl- 
edge of an alleged attempt to boy- 
cott the Metropolitan Magazine 
through its advertisers. He said a 
man, representing himeelf to be an 
agent of. the Department of Jus- 
tice, called on E, Mansur of 
Floral Park, N. Y., and asked him 
if he were going on advertising next 
year and then if he were an Ameri- 
can citizen. 

IN EFFECT A THREAT. 

“The last query taken In connec- 
tion with the first two, contained, of 
course, an implication that was in 
i a threat,” said Col. Roose- 
veit. 

“This shows that t Department 
of Justice had knowledge of the at- 
tempt to beyeott the Metropolitan 
and lent its official power to fur- 
ther it unless the man in question 
had stolen the special agent's shield 
which he possessed and forged his 
name and address.” 

The agent's name wie given as 
James A. Corcoran, with shield No. 
436, giving hie address as Bex 241, 
Park Row, New York City. 

Taking this charges against 
Hearst papers, Col. Roosevelt com- 
—_ them to Tom Watson's pub- 
jeation in Georgia, saying that the 
administration crushed Tom Watson, 
a poor man, while it first tolerated 
and then encouraged the wealthy, 
powerful Hearst. 

“The government had full notice 
about Hearst because the Allies had 
barred him from the cable service 
and, only through the good offices 
of this government, have these 
privileges just now being restored to 
Hearst.” 


There. was no debate in the Sen- 
on Col. Roosevelt's statement, 
which was presented without being 
read. Afterward, Senator Swanson 
of Virginia, Democrat, had the re- 
cent statement made by Postmaster- 
General Burleson also placed in the 
record.

war is gone today. It is a struggle 
for the defense of home, for the de- 
fense of freedom, for the defense 
of the world against future wars. 
Ludendorf is fighting for the 


preservation of his profession. 
No body of politicians and so!l- 
diers are more on the defensive 


than those of Germany. Within and,

SINKING DESCRIBED. 

Capt. Johnson, an American in- 
fant officer, who was on board 
the Moldavia, gave a Daily Telegraph 
representative this account of, the 
sinking: 

“The ship was struck fust for- 
ward of the engines on the port 
side. All the troops were in: their 
bunks sleeping in thelr uniforms. 
There was a loud explosion and then 
the ship's whistle was blown, which 
was a signal for everybody to come 
wn deck. The men had been as- 
signed to particular boats and boat 
drill had been held every day. The 
men assembled in perfect order. 
‘Their discipline was splendid, the 
best I ever saw. 

“The Moldavia listed to port, but 
righted herself and ran on for about 
fifteen minutes to avoid being hit 
“gain. Then she began to sink 
steadily. Orders were given to low- 
(er the boats and rafts and we fot

as the Moldavia was struck they he 


dropped several depth ‘charges. No 
jsecond torpedo was fired and we

CHINO-JAPANESE TREATY 
BALKS KAISER OF PREY. 


Barrier Erected ta the Spread of German 
| Kultur into Asia. 


ONDON, May is under 
stood that the British govern- 
ment is not in possession of the 
text of the Chino-Japanese military 
treaty signed on May 1f, but its 
terms queted by Reuters from Paris, 
&8 outlined in the Chinese papers, 
are regarded as substantially ac- 
curate. The treaty is considered to 
be the natural outcome of the posi- 
tien of the two easters allies and 
mot necessarily as another step to- 
werd intervention in Russia. The 
importance of the treaty is mini- 
mized, as the terms are only of con- 
tingent application. 

The opinion here regarding Presi- 
dent Wilson's speech is that America 
has pledged berself to obtain the 
territoria! onstruction of Russia, 
whether as a single stat4 or as a fed- 
eration of small states, in such a 
manner that all the territory within 
Russia's western frontier shall be 
free from German domination. It 
is considered thet this policy will ap- 
peal in all the Allied countries to 
the capitalist classes who are espe- 
Clally anxious to see Russia freed 
from German ¢conomic influence as 
Well as the moderates who protest 
“against @ “cynical peace” at Rus- 
sia’s expense. 

INTERVENTION FAVORED. 


No doubt is entertained but that 
when the present German offensive 
has failed, Germany will be in a 


& peace of restitution. But it is 
Stated that, elthough in -one sense 
Russia's fate will be decided on the 
western front, yet the knowledge by 
Germany that Japan is actively op- 
posing her policy of expansion east- 
wards will make Germany more 
quickly inclined to exchange terri- 
tory and ambitions for the facilities 
for resuming her overseas trade. 

Regarding Japan's compensation 
for aiding in the interest of-the Al- 
lies in Russia, it is believed that 
Japan would act under a specific un- 
dertaking, 
peace is concluded and would accept 
only such compensation as Ruesia 
would in the future agree to give. 

Doubtless Japan would to 
have the northern half of Saghalien 
Island, of which Japan already owns 
the southern part. This island is 
practically uninhabited, so that no

The total number of officers in the 
army was given in the report at 
140,138, while the total of men be- 
fore the April draft call was 1,506,- 
162. The drafts since that time 
carry the total of enlisted men 
slightly above 2,000,000. | 

There are 604,677 men in the 
Regular Army, the report said; 610,- 
$63 in the National Army, 411,962 in 
the National Guard, and 78,560 in 
the Reserve Corps. 

“While some mistakes and delays 
have occurred,” the report said, “on 
the whole we think the country is 
to be congratulated that after a lit- 
tle mote than a year from the date 
of the declaration of war our coun- 
has constructed a wonderful 
military establishment.” 

“While it has been generally ru- 
mored that we had no airships with 
our army in France, the fact is that 
we have between 1300 and 1400 of 
them, at least 200 of which are 
fighting machines,” the report says. 

The report of the committee dis-! 
closed that the exact number of 
American airplanes in France is 
1316, of which 323 are combat 
planes. There are 3760 planes in 
the United States, the report said. 

The army bill, carrying direct ap- 
propriations of $9,683,349,808 and 
authorizations amounting to $2,468,- 
332,801, was reported to the House 
today by the Military Committee. 
House leaders planned to begin. its 
consideration Monday. ‘

length of time. 

After her first n r, which was 
Handel's recitative and aria from 
“Rinaldo,” she waa applauded at 
length, and explained her seeming 
unwillingness to give an encore by 


saxing: cannot be very free with 
encores; need all the voice for 
the boys.” There is etill a tremen- 


dous lot of it left for them, how- 
ever, and even to spare, for Schu- 
mann-Heink has a big organ, and 
while she has been before the pub- 
lic many years, she is still at pains 
to keep her voice in control. It is 
typically a Wagnerian contralto, and 
personally I prefer her as “Ortrud” 
rather than as the popular singer 
but nevertheless 
she sings them with evident enjoy~- 
ment, and without the alr-of con- 


descension which is employed . by 


many singers for the purpose of in- 
dicating their superiority to the class 
of work which they: think the pub- 
lic wants. I am not at all sure that 
the public does want it, but the as- 
surance of the singer is all that is 


needed to put “Danny Boy,” “A 8Sol- 


Gier’s Dream,” “At Parting.” “Ker- 
ry Dance” and “When the Boys 
Come Home” on one programme. 

On the other hand Schumann- 
Heink sang “My Heart Ever Faith-' 
ful’ and the “Ah, Mon-file” aria 
from “Le Prophet” very beautifully, 
and with all her old capability in 
phrasing and control. She also sang 
Gertrude Ross's “Dawn,” without 
which a programme of this singer's 
would not be Gomplete, and the ap- | 
plause was so fervent that Mrs. Ross 
stood for it, also. 

Miss Edith Evans played three 
piano solos sensitively and well, and

As a representative of 
the Internal Revenue Department 
in this district, I have not the power 
to rebate fines imposed on delin- 
quents.”

“In the matter of returns of in- 
formation every corporation that 
paid $800 or more either as salaries, 
rentals or interest during the year 
1817 must file a statement to this 
effect by June i, or otherwise suffer 
severe penalties to be imposed.”

That the Untversity of Southern 
California, with its new buildings 


rank as one of the leadinguiniversi- 
ties Of the continent is assured 
through the very magnitude to 
which it hes grown under less ad- 
vantageous conditions. Founded less 
than forty years ago, the institution 
had grown until it had an enroll- 
ment of nearly 4000 students last 
year. This represented nearly twice 
the enroliment of Stanford Univer- 
sity and placed the institution sec- 
ond in size to the University of C 
fornia in this State.

Judge Weller made an important 
ruling this week that will interest 
all politicians. He held that a can- 
didate’s name stamped in on the 
ballot with a rubber stamp is quite 
as valid as a candidate's name that 
is written in. The primary law, 
which is the worst patchwork of in- 
congruities imaginable, 
quires that all written-in names 
must be done with pen or pencil. 
Judge Weller’s decision, ending an 
election contest of little or no im- 
portance, holds that to write in a 
name on its proper @pace upon the 
ballot, one may use a rubber stamp 
and therefore held that the candi- 
date who was a beneficiary of the 
rubber stamp was entitied to the 
votes “written in” thereby. 

The possibilities opened up dy 
this decision are vast. It is a phy- 
sical impossibility to interest many 
people in a candidate when they are 
compelled to write in his name. If 
his name is not printed on the bal- 
lot, the voters won't write it. There 
are many instances, however, where- 
in it would have been possible for 
candidates to become elected had 
they known the rubber stamp was 


legal.

SEEK RE-ELECTION. 


ASSOCIATE JUSTICE OF STATE 
SUPREME COURT HAS RE- 
COVERED HEALTH. 


Judge William G. Lorigan, asso- 
clate justice of the State Supreme 
Court, who some time since suffered 
@& severe and protracted iliness, has 
fully recovered his health. He has 
resumed his work upon the bench 


and was in attendance at the recent 
May session of the Supreme Court 
held at Sacramento. 

e term of Judge Lorigan as 
associate justice expires this year 
and he has announced that he will 
be a candidate at the coming State 
election to succeed himself. Judge 
Lorigan served two terms as Su- 
perior judge of Santa Clara county 
and was elected for a third term) 
but just before it commenced he 
was appointed, in January,-1903, by 
Gov, Gage as successor to Judge

years, which is now about to end.

OT U-BOATS, BUT AIRCRAFT. 

.% German piracy on the high seas has 
ceased to be a dominant factor in the war. 
The Allied navies are rapidly solving the 
problem of the U-boat; so rapidly, in fact, 
that the rates for marine insurance are less 
than half those existing when America en- 
tered the war. The total tonnage losses 
for the first four months of 1918 are but a 


spring. Admiral Von Capelle, head of 
the German Admiralty, was forced to admit 
in a recent Reichstag debate that the rate 
of U-boat destruction by the Allies has 
passed that of German construction. He» 
still insists that the submarine is a power- 
ful factor in the war; but he was compelled 
to ask for greater appropriations in order 
that the number of submarines afloat might 
be maintained. | 

Von Tirpitz’s boast of bringing England 
to her knees by a submarine blockade has 
become a public jest of the Allies, like that 
boast of Hindenburg’s about eating Easter 
dinner in Paris. But, while the submarine 
menace passes as its destructive power 
wanes, & new and more formidable force is 
revolutionizing the methods of warfare. 
Winning the war has apparently been re- 
served, not for the U-boat, but for the air- 
plane. Fighting in the darkness and seclu- 
sion of the depths of the ocean lends itself 
readily to German kultur; but the Hun is, 
leas at home in the air. The heavens aré 
essentially the domain of the champions of 
democracy. The Paladins of freedom and 
equality are at their best in the great open 
spaces that canopy the far-flung battle lines. 
Recent dispatches reveal that the ascend- 
ency of the air has been clearly established 
by the Allied aviators and that the menace 
of Foch’s air cavalry has so terrorized the 
German |and forces that the organization of 
thé new ‘offensive has been seriously ham- 
pered 


We naturally take pride in the fact that 
the airplane is an American invention. It 
is the one weapon against which the inten- | 
sive military training of the German forces 
offers no defense. The airplane is the eye 
of the modern army; and the destru 
of the air squadron is as serious as the loss 
of sight. Germany’s supremacy in the air 
was maintained until the middle of last 
summer; but the spring campaign in France ‘ 
has been disastrous to the Hun aviators. 
More than one thousand enemy airplanes 
have been wrecked since the big drive start- 
ed, The Allied airmen recently bagged one 
hundred in a single day. 3 

It was natural that the Germans should 
put their trust at the beginning of the war 
in the Zeppelins. Those machines were 
gross and heavy, like the German intellect; 
but they proved no match for the eagle- 
winged fighting planes of the Allies, It is

Reflect that the first success- 
ful fight was made only a little more than 
ten years ago, then turn back and read in 
your Thursday's Times, “In the period be- 
tween May 15 and May 18 the Allied squad- 
rillas dropped 160 tons of bombs on enemy 
depots and other establishments. During 
the night of May 15 120 airplanes were in 
the air at the same time bombing German 
depots. . . . American squadrillas par- 
ticipated tn the aerial operations.” 

‘Since so many successful bombing opera- 
tions have been carried out by the Allies 
the German Reichstag has suddenly discov- 
ered that bombing cities not in the fizhting 
zone is contrary to the tenets of civilized 


warfare. The Chancellor was interpellated | 


Thursday as to whether an agreement could 
mot be reached by which air raids behind 


the lines would be discontinued by 
mutual consent. Bombarding Lon- 
don and Paris was rare sport in the 
early days of the war; but when the 
Allies are strong enough to retali- 
ate the Hun sings another tune. It 
is through continued supremacy of 
the air that the collapse of the Ger- 


man military machine can be ac- 


complished soonest. The Germans 
are not naturally air fighters. They 
are essentially creatures of the 
earth. It is characteristic of the 
Huns that they should offer the re- 
sistance of the brute. 

So it is to the air and not to the 
depths of the ocean that the Allied 
peoples look for victory. Those who 


look past material things to psychic 


forces beyond will see in the inven- 
tion and marvelous development of 
the airplane a directing Providence 
which placed it in the hands of civ- 
ilization at the time when it would 
be needed to combat the develop- 
ment of scientific barbarism. The 
airplane is the force that Bismarck 
and Treitechke did not foresee, and 
it is the airplane that has rendered 
obsolete the plan of campaign on 
which Germany's whole military sys- 
tem is based. 

Out fn the air and the sunlight, not 
a hundred leagues beneath the sea, a 
final decision In the great struggle 
between democracy and despotism 
must be sought. Patriots look up- 
ward for their inspiration, and it is 


now to be found in the great squad- 


rons of air cavalry that are driving 
the Huns underground and under the 
sea. The Times predicts that the 
first raid to reach Berlin will be ‘that 


democracy will be visited on the 
Huns; and. it is from the alr that 
the fighting force of America will 
probably deliver its most telling 
strokes.

WHAT GOD'S ATTITUDE 

TOWARD THIS WAR? 

is He Ms Cave? 
; How to Pray?: 


BY HALL CAINE, 
A few days ago the Wesleyans of 


London gathered at their Central 


Hall to call for intercession on be- 
half of the nation and its defenders. 
Their prayers included several 
forms of. petition, and every one of 
them seemed to me injurious to true 


religion and harmful to the national 
spirit. I deplore them deeply, and 
feel compelled to condemn com- 
pletely. | 


The first of the prayers of the 


Wesleyans was for “deliverance 
from our traditional sins of drunk- 
enness and pride.” In the abstract, 


apart from the central purpose of 


the gathering, and as a general sup- 
plication against two besetting hu- 
man infirmities, no exception, but 
that of slanderous exaggeration, 
can be taken to this petition. But 


it is impossible to take it so. Of-/ 


fered on a day of special interces- 
sion for the nation and its defend- 
ers, it was plainly intended to apply 
to the war—not as a prayer against 
one principal cause of our silack- 
ness in prosecuting it, but, as an ef- 
fort to probe the mystery of the 


world’s suffering and to account to. 


humanity for the purposes of God. 


Why does God allow the war to 
go.on? If He is an almighty and 
beneficent providence, why does He 
not put an end to this cruel, merci- 
less, meaningless carnival of bar- 
barity? For what reason that is in- 
telligible ot. the mind and apprecia- 
ble by the heart of man, does He 


‘| permit it that for four awful years 


the right should be wronged and 
the weak and innocent should suffer 
intolerable outrages at the hands of 
the strong and guilty? In the midst 
of a cataclysm that is shaking the 
foundations of the world—robbing 
millions of mothers of their sons, 
millions of wives of their husbands, 
and millions of children of their 
fathers—is God doing anything? If 
not, why not? Is it because He does 
not care? 


,. Such is the cry, hardly daring to 


become articulate, that has gone up 
from the bleeding hearts of suffer- 


ing people all over the world. And. 


the silent answer of hundreds of 
milifons of humble and reverent 
souls, confronted by this most 
dread mystery, has been, and will 
continue to be, “I do not know; I 
do not see; only God knows and 
sees; and before His awful will I 
bow and wait.” 

But through all the ages there has 
been a type of the religious mind 
which has been unable to maintain 
this attitude of devout humility. It 
must reconcile God's ways with 
man, and being forbidden by the 
cardinal doctrine of its faith to be- 
lieve that God does nothing, still 
less that He does not care, it falls 
back on the explanation that the 
evils which are permitted to befall 
humanity are God's chastisement of 
man for his transgressions. Man 
has sinned: therefore, God wills it 
that he shall suffer. If the suffering 
is to be removed, the sin must first 
be wiped away. 

That has been the meaning of 
thousands of plous piligrimages in 
time of plague, and days of fire, 
famine and slaughter, and (what- 
ever other words surround it) it is 
the central motive of the prayer of 
the London Wesleyans at Central 
Hall today, when, in the face of the 
tragedy of the war, they call on God 
for “deliverance from ovr tradi- 
tional sins of drunkenness and 
pride.” 

But think of the impiety of it! 
The treason and the cowardice of it! 
Put into plain words, it. means that 
not German treachery, and the spir- 
it of a baser plot than had ever 
before been hatched by cruel greed 
and heartless ambition against the 


peace and welfare of the world, but |-<« 


our own sins were the true authors 
of this war. 

Oh, I well Know with what theo- 
logical conjuring and juggling « 
certain type of the religious mind 
has throughout the Christian ages 
made effort to escape from such 
manifest deductions. There is no 


for the chastisement of our sins, 
why should we resist him? If the 
war is God's punishment of our 
transgressions, our duty is to sub 
mit to it, as the Christians of the 
dark ages submitted in helpless 
blindness to famine and plague. 
“Mea culpa” should be our only cry. 


To charge the war to our national 


sins, and to pray for deliverance 
from them as a means of propitiat- 
ing the Almighty that He may end 
the horror, is to belittle God, to 
degrade man, and to weaken our 
will to overcome our enemy. There- 
fore thowever sincerely tntended,) 
it is impiety, profanity, blasphemy 
and treason. 

The Wesleyans of Central Hall 
did not intend any of these things. 
Their sincerity and devotion are 
entirely above question. But. their 
prayers do little justice to either, 
and none at all to their intelligence. 
Brains, Wesleyans, brains! For 
God's sake, in this hour of - peril, 
let us have not only your piety, 
but your brains! 

I fully expect, and indeed already 
know, that an attempt will be made 
to prove that the prayer in question 
meant something less and perhaps 
quite other than I say; but lest 
there should be any unworthy ef- 
fort to escape from the only logical 
interpretation, look at the terms of 
this second petition, which agree 


.with the spirit of the first and carry 


it to ite natural conclusion: “That 
God will give us a peace that will 
not mean the breaking down of any 
other nation, nor the destruction 
and humiliation of any people. . 
“We have sinned, and as the just 
punishment of God, we have suf- 
fered. Let us not, therefore, seek 
to break down, destroy, or humill- 
ate the instruments of God's re- 
venge.”

STAND THE HEAT. 
The girls were told by fussy elder- 
ly ladies that they could not stand 
the heat. They have stood it, do 
stand it, and make no fuss about it. 
Two young women planted a forty- 
acre fleld in tomatoes with the pat- 
ent planting mdéchine, which is be- 
ing tried out and is not yet perfect- 
Miss Emily Whilliams, a little 
English girl, holds the tomato plant- 
ing championship so far.

Monday. 
THE UNIFORM. 

The official uniform has called 
forth criticism. Farm laborers don’t 
wear uniforms. But those uniforms 
are proven to be an essential and 
desirable asset. For not only are 
they intensely practical, but they 
have exactly the same effect on 
girlies as they do on the men-—one 
lives up to a uniform. A uniform 
makes a soldier out of a city civil- 
lan, lends him self-respect and a 
sense of responsibility. ‘These giris 
are not farm laborers any more 
than the city clerk is a soldier-—— 
but with the donning of that work- 
they become re- 
sponsible members of a Liberty 
it. 

Farmer Anderson, who manages 
the Sherman ranch as well as his 
own, cannot speak too highly of 
these recruite. And even the scof- 
fers, notably Mr. Anderson's fore- 
man, Mr. Wiggins. are, after a 
month's hard test, unstinted tn their 
praise. week, when Elsinore 
went dry, the ranchers had a par- 
ticularly interesting experience. For 
the male helpers, almost to a man, 
had duly celebrated the night be- 
fore—and failed to appear at work. 
There was urgent irrigation and 
planting to be done. Not a woman 
failed, and be it observed that, with 
all their newness to the work, with 
all their stiff joints, biistered hands 
and the numerous physical disabill- 
ties pecullar to women, not a woman 
has dropped out, or lost even an 
hour's work since the day of her en- 
listment. Not a single one. . 


ALL KINDS OF WORK. 


I talked with each of the ranchers 
employing the women. Not a pes- 
siraistic note anywhere. The women 
do all kinds of work, drive teams, 
run the mowers, cultivators, her- 
rows and hay rakes; dig, plant, hoe, 
irrigate, stack hay, make irrigation 
boxes—-and do it well and steadily 
for eight hours a day—and go home 
singing gaily in ae disreputable old 
Ford driven by one of then. which 
bumps happily across roadiess hills 
and vailes half the time. 

The farmers agreed that pretty 
well the only farm work that will be 
too heavy for the women is ditch 
digging. And, for the present, they 
are not sufficiently good mechani- 
clans to take full charge of the com- 
pligated farm machinery. 

I am purposely giving the farm- 
ers point of view first, because it Is 
the farmers who are watching this 
innovation with keen expectation. In 
those first two unite there are four 
women who thoroughly understand 
horses and drive teams with skill. 
There are several that understand 
machines and are capable chauf- 
feurs. It is therefore merely a mat- 
ter of familiarity before they can 
look after the farm machinery, too. 
Already the women teamsters have 
shown peculiar vigilance on behalf 
of their horses, the harness and the 
condition of the machines before 
they start out. And when a ma- 
chine harrow got lost one day, the 
young woman hiked across to the 
nearest ranch-house, got some wire,

and has to fold up for the operation. 
They keep her happy with promises 
vf more irrigations to come. 

Mre. Maude Rhorer is. the official 
chauffeur, and is also a champion 
teamster. She hauls the units to 
and from their work and drives offi- 
clals round the ranches, and fills in 
her spare time on cultivators and 
hay stacking. She gets $60 a month, 
and extra mileage for the driving. 
And she has a pair of shoulders and 
muscular arms like a bantam light- 
weight. 

Miss Julia Armbruster is a husky, 

smiling young woman with a spe- 
clal penchant for mowing hay, and 
fhe runs the mowing machine with 
the same pride that some give to a 
Rolis-Royce. Mrs. Carolyn Horton 
is a first-class horseman, knows al! 
about horses and can drive four 
abreast. So is Miss Hilda Secor, 
whose pet diversion is heavy plough- 
ing. 
s True, the farmers find it desirable 
to treat the women with politeness, 
wive their orders with no more 
ferocity than an editor gives me 
mine. But that won't hurt them. 
In fact, they all seem to be enjoying 
the experience—and the work gets 
done. The farmers have shown de- 
cent consideration for their women 
help, have not kept them too long 
at one tesk for the first few days. 
followed kneeling jobs with stand- 
ing ones to tire a new set of mus- 
cles. But after the first two aching 
days—and they are aching all right 
—the girls get limbered up and ask 
no such consideration. The farm- 
ers say that the men knock off to 
the minute, while the girls insist up- 
on finishing a row. They are neat- 
er, more expeditious and a good deal 
more personally interested in their 
work. At first the horses were the 
most bewildered animals. They had 
been used to a cussful start and still 
more cussful urging. But now they. 
are getting to like the gentle, *Get 
on, old man.”’ 

And in many planting jobs, the 
more delicate handling of the wom- 
en is @ real asset. That is why Emily 
Williams shines with the tomato 
machine—her slim, expeditious lit- 
tle hand is as quick and light as a 
feather. ; 

GIRLS’ SIDE OF IT. | 

Now we will come to the girls’ 
point of view. 

These particular units are for- 
tunate in their accommodation. They 


fixed the trouble and no one knew 


have an old sanatorium which is 


very comfortable. They ‘sleep on 
narrow cots, clean and comfortable, 
two and three in a room, They have 
bathroems, a comfortable dining- 
room, a parlor—and they are near 
enough to that wondrous lake to run 
down for a cool swim before dinner 
every evening. It is a wonderful 
sight to see those girls hop out of 
the Ford without opening the doors, 
still neat in their trim uniforms, get 
into bathing suits with amazing 
celerity and fly down to the diving- 

rd in a continuous line after their 
day's work. 

THEIR PAY. 

As novices they get $60. a month. 
But directly they are experienced 
they get a raise. These units are to 
be a sort of officers’ training camp 
and soon these giris will be placed 
in charge of new units. Then they 
will be worth $100 a month upward. 
The house is run on the club plan-— 
$1 a week for their rooms and their 
proportion of the living expenses, 
which to date has cost them about 
$5.35 a week each. They live very 
well—oh, very wel), and have roar- 
ing appetites. They have a first- 
class volunteer cook, who enlisted 
like themselves. They make their 
own beds and wait upon themselves 
at meals. They have a go0o0d- 
humored chaperon, Mrs. L. T. Sin- 
clair, who mothers them and works 
in the office of the development com- 
pany a few hours a day. 


IN ONE DAY. 

The bell rings at 5:30 a.m. every 
morning and after the first two days 
work some of the sleepyheads need 
a little outside encouragement to get 


up. But after that they rise prompt- 
ly. Breakfast is served at 6 arm, 
was prunes, porridge,: home- 
made sausages, toast, coffee and et 
ceteras. The Ford whisks them off 
to their various labors and gets them 
all there at 7 a.m. promptly. I 
went to the Anderson ranch. We 
all had blue noses, for it was dis- 
tinctly chilly. Farmer Anderson 
greeted us and put us all to work 
within fiVe minutes. My job, with a 
new recruit In littl miss Clarissa 
Boke, and the irrigation champion, 
Miss Ruthman, was to thin out seed 
tomatoes in hotbeds. Mr. Anderson 
showed us once—it took him half a 
minute. An hour hence we had them 
finished and he pronounced them 
correct. We were whisked off in 
the Ford to a field to hoe newly ir- 
rigated tomatoes. Mr. Anderson

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Menace to State’s Live Stock 
is Pointed Out. 


Weather Blamed for Unusual 
Range Conditions. | 

Use of Wild Grasses Urged as 
Partial Solution. 
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California is facing the most se- 
tious shortage of forage for live 
stock in the Ristory of the State, 
according te those familiar with the 
situation. Cattlemen report that be- 
cause of the unusual weather that 
has prevailed for nearly two years, 
range conditions are very bad, with 
the alfileria (or “fillaree’’) shorter 
than it has been for years at this 
season, and with other 

portionately retarded In growth. 

Avaliable hay and other forage 
supply, they say, was depleted last 
spring to such an extent that prac- 
tieally no reserve was carried over. 
while demands for feed are certain 
to be heavy again this year. 

Prof. Gordon H. True of the unl- 
versity farm at Davis told a recent 
gathering of stockmen that the for- 
age outlook is “the worst we have 
ever faced,’ and warned them that, 
even though everything possible is 
done to conserve all kinds of feed, 
there may not be sufficient for their 
needs. “The burning of straw and 
other fodder must Be discontinued,” 
he said, “or our live stock will 
starve.” 

MUST BE SAVING. 

He urged that efforts be made to 
persuade not only stockmen, but ell 
fgarmers throughout the State, toe 
save even the fodder not ordinarily 
used for feed. “The f er who 
burns bean -straw beca of some 
real or fancied grudge against the 
stockmen (and it has been reported

MAY ADVANCE WAGES. 

The average compensation for 
male ranch hands in Elsinore Valley 
is $2 a day and board. This is equiv- 
alent to $72.50 a month, allowing 
$22.50 for board. The men work 


nine hours and more each day. The 
women receive $60 a month, from 
which they pay $22.50 for ‘board. 
The California labor law pérmits 
woren to work a maximum of forty- 
eight hours weekly. The difference 
between 860 and $72.50 is offset 
somewhat by the extra hours worked 
by men. Apparently there fie no in- 
tention te differentiate between men 
and women in rates of compensation 
when the work is comparable. The 
Elsinore management contemplates 
advancing the present scale for 
women. 

The average employer of ranch 
labor is hot now equipped to pro- 
vide the necessary conveniences for 
female help. They must have pri- 
vacy when not employed in the fields, 
and this, means separate quarters. 
Shower baths must “be installed. 
Chaperonage in some form is éssen- 
tial to maintain a proper moral tone, 
and, in the case of small groups par- 
ticularly, diversion may have to be 
provided. If the employer desires to 
hire women for ranch Work and will 
make satisfactory provision for 
them, it appears that they are avail. 
able, and can render desirable serv- 
ice. 


The Public Employment Bureau 
will, be glad to co-operate with pro- 
ducers in filling their orders for fe.

A bdiuejacket on one of the battle- 
ships after signing the application 
for $10,000 of government insurance 
dropped his pen and said: 

“I have taken care of my family: 
now I can s° out and fight like 
blazes.” 

Thousands of families throughout 
the country are directly and vitally 
affected by the allotment and ailu.. - 


ance feature of the War Insurance. 


Law. Every married enlisted min 
in the army and navy must allot 
from his pay (every month) at least 
$15 a month, and not more than 
half his pay, toward the supper: « 
his wife and children. To thie al- 
lotment the government edde cer- 
tain allowances, depending upon the 
site of the family. In addition, the 
enlisted man may make some fur- 
ther provision for other relatives, 
and tn case of dependency the gov- 
ernment wil) add certain allowances. 
MILLIONS OF CARDS. 


The Bureau of War Risk Insvr- 
ance, therefore, must keep a tre- 
mendous filing. and cross-filing sys- 
tem. covering every enlisted person 
in the nation’s service, and this 
means millions of cards, mifliens of 
book-keeping and financial opera- 
tions, thousands of awards, and 
thousands of checks going out every 
month. 

The bleak er of poverty, the 
humiliation of charity, the silent 
suffering of penniless pride—these 
are eliminated by the government 
protection when the man is fighting. 
After his fighting is over, govern- 
ment compensation and government 
ineurance are then called upon to 
play their part in the work of pro- 
tection. 

In a lmited percentage of cases 
there are estrangements, desertions, 
separations, divoroes, remarriages, 


adoptions, disappearances, and mis-- 


cellaneous complications. These 
cases are tackled by a minicture 
domestic-relations court within the 
legal department of the bureau. 
Netther the soldier nor his wife ap- 
pears before the court. It is a court 
without plaintiffs, defendants, at- 
torneys, fees, juries and 
Cases are dealt with largely by af- 
fidavit, supplemented by reports of 
special investigators. Trained law- 
yers of the bureau and allotment 
and allowance experts make jhe 
awards and decisions. 

Pereons who have business with 
the Bureau of War Risk Insurance, 
ae beneficiaries or otherwise, need 
not in any vircumstances employ 
claim agents or provide lawyers. 
The Bureau of War Risk Insurance 
will cheerfully furnish full legal ad- 
Vice and assistance. Secretary Me 
Adoo has vigorously denounced the 
nefarious activities of claim agents 
and othera who would prey upon 
dependents of men killed in battle 
by exacting unnecessary fees and 
requiring useless litigations. 


THE AVERAGE POLICY. 


The latest figures show that the 


average amount of insurance taken 


out by our fighters is upward of 
$8000 per man. It was estimated as 


early as February 12, 1918, that the 
American Army, both here and 
abroad, waa more than $0 per cent. 
insured by Uncle Sam. Final figures 
for the navy are not yet available, 
but the bluejackets are knownp to 
‘have responded enthusiastically. As 
long as new men are called to the 
colors Unece Sam's insurance cam- 
paign will continue without let-up. 
“Insurance means preparedness: 
preparedness means victory’’—this 
is one of the many battle cries 
which are arrayii@ all American 
fighters in the insurance ranks. This 
campaigning is made the more spir- 
ited becatise of the fact that the 
new men in the service must apply 


for government insurance . within. 


120 days after entry into the service. 
After that it is too late. 

The War Risk Insurance Aci is 
administered by the Treasury - 
partment, and the work of carrv- 
ing out its provisions is under the 
close supervision of Secretary Mc- 
Adoo, who proposed to the Congress 
the measure creating the bureau, 
and who has had personal charge 
of the organization of this new 
form of government activity. Its 
success ts very close to his heurt, 
because he sees in it not onty a 
great humanitarian piece of legisia- 
tion, bringing security and fustice

A UNIQUE SYSTEM. 


“No other nation has ever passed 
anything like this act,” he said re- 
cently. “Other nations have provided 
old-age ons and similar sorta! 
safegu but never before has a 
nation gone #0 far in safeguarding 
soldiers, sailors, and their families, 
or in providing protection upon so 
scientific a basis. The crudities and 
injustices Pa the old pension sys- 
tem, with its political edministra- 
tion, have gone forever, together 
with the pension sharks and all the 
evils that we know in connection 
with that system. Quite apart from 
political favoritism, it wae clumey. 
War risk tneurance i¢ impartial 
absolutely divorced from politica! 
admigistration, and its benefits are 
arranged en the most modern in- 
surance ines, with monthly pay- 
mente te beneficiaries extending 
ever twenty years. 

“Ie it too early to hasard a guess 
as to the cost of this Insurance to 
the government?” Secretary Mo- 
Adoo was asked. 

“We measure justice in 
Was the Secretary's reply. 

‘While is too early to determine 
costs and losses, we know that the 
more men we itngure the lewer the 
cost ‘will be. There ts every reason 
tp believe that military losses are 
much lower than hes been  esti- 
mated, and that this Ineurance will 
ultimately reveal surprising figures 
In the way of economy.” 

“What de you foresee as the out- 
come of this insurance?” 

“Many interesting possibilities,” 
replied the Secretary. ‘Through the 
principle of government insurance 
we may find the solution of a num- 
ber of great social problems. It has 
been sald, for example, that hu- 
manity is handicapped by three 
great feare—the fear of sickness, 
the fear of unemployment, and the 
fear of pennilesge old age. Govern- 
ment Insurance in iteelf Is not an 
experiment. But it will develop new 
and most valuable experimenta) 
data bearing on other social probd- 
lems, such as these three common 
huma ears. Out of our experience 
we may find first, the solutien for 
the problem of superannuated gov- 
ernment civil employees. Humanity 
demands that something be done 
for these employees, and sugges- 
tions of pension yetems, while 
rt to render 
justice, are not a real solution. I 
believe the solution Hes along the 
lines ef this ingurance, with both 
the government and the civil cm- 
ployee contributing to a scientifie 
plan that will provide for retire- 
ment. From euch experience it may 
follow that government insurance 
along the same lines can be ex- 
tended to employees of industrial 
concerns and the country generally, 
and cover not only old age, but 


sickness and unemployment. This is 


a, most interesting poassihilitvy. Gev- 
ernment insurance is founded on 
correct principles, and will furnish 
the popular education necessary for 
euch steps at some time in the fu- 
ture. We should not be afrail to 
face such beneficial measures, They 
will lift humanity, and most witi- 
mately be worked out by humanity 
for its own protection, cither In this 
or In some other form. Let ts sus- 
pend judgment and be not afraid 
of wordg®or phrases or selfish -n- 
terests le such @ (far-reaching 
measure war risk inevirancs is 
working out the benefit it has in 
store for us.”

And 
then the people should be educated 
up to an appreciation of it gradu- 
ally. The mere act of passing a law 
Goes not change the hearts and 
character of those at whom it is 
almed. What the citizenry needs to 
improve itself is more education and 
a@ little less legislation. 

With these thoughts firmly im- 
planted in my mind I betook myself 
one sunny afternoon to a session of 
@ little club which acquaintances of 
mine had formed for the avowed 
intention of discussing burning 
problems, and, incidentally, solving 
them offhand. What Saw and 
heard merely confirmed my origina! 
opinion regarding the tility of 
amatéur reform. 

INTO THE DISCARD. 

The chairman called the meeting 
to order and for two hours the fair 
members knitted their brows over 
the abstruse details of some pro- 

legisiation regarding working- 
men's insurance. Both sides were 
presented in an able manner and a 
heated and acrimonious debate fol- 
lowed. One protagonist inadver- 
tently admitted that the legislation 
had originated in Germany, where- 
upon the bill was consigned to the 
wastebasket. 


The next meeting I attended was 
ded over by a man, and quite a 
sprinkling of the sterner sex was 
present. He launched into a diatribe 
against the lack of morals of the 
community, reinforcing his state- 
ments with an abundance of de- 
talls. The civic pride of every one 
present was ‘pricked, but none was 
resentful.

Numerous other reformers’ meet- 
Ings followed, and I was dazed at 
the revelation of the sleepless nights 
So many of our fellow townsmen 
must put in while cudgelling their 
brains tn an effort to raise humanity 
to a higher plane. One pious gen- 
tleman. wanted his auditors to be- 
seech the City Council to pass a law 
making it obligatory upon all le- 
bodied folk to attend church least 
twice during the month. He failed 
to point out what benefit the god- 
less would receive from being forced 
into church by fear of the police. 

One woman had a novel scheme 
for regenerating the city and in- 
cidentally saving money to be ex- 
pended for various worthy and pa- 
triotic activities. The city wag to be 
divided into districts, each one to 
be headed by a committee composed 
of reliable specimens of feminity.

Pinancial Loss of $200,000,000 An- 


Power costa money to the farmer 
and to everyone else who must draw 
loads over our roads. A scientific 
investigation of the power required 
to émove loads ever various kinds of 


roads discloses some interesting re-. 


sults. To draw a load over a con- 
erete road in an ordinary farm wa- 
gon required a pull of 27.6 pounds 
per ton of gross load. Over a road 
of asphaltic ol] and screenings top 


over a cenerete base the pull was 


49.2 pounds; good water-bound ma- 
cadam, 64.3 pounds; good gravel 
road, 78.2 pounds; dry dirt road, 92 
pounds; dirt with mud on top, but 
firm underneath, 218 pounds; fresh 
gravel, 263 pounds, No deep mud 
was available at the time and place 
and test was made, so that We can 
only guess what power would have 
been required, 

The difference in power required 
between good roads and poor is pow- 
er wasted. The loss is borne not 
alone by the farmer, but by all of 
us who consume farm products and 
who pay to have them hauled te us. 
When the roads are wet and heavy 
the farmer can haul but one-eighth 
of the load to town that he could 
haul if a first-rate road were avail- 
able. Thea United States Office of 
Public Roads estimates the national 


excess bill for hetling because of 


poor roads at $260,000,000 annually. 

Mud slows up the business of the 
entire nation. Dull seasens are the 
seasons of mud when the farmer can- 
not get to town with his produce, 
eannot transact business, so that the 
business of the town suffers and con- 
sequently the business of the nma- 
tion. Mud means lost time, for the 
farmer must spend hours instead of 
minutes upon the road, must make 
many trips instead of few. Our 
present need is to turn the power 
and time now lost into productive 
ehannels.

Arthur Mack tells what is really a 
plain and unvarnished story of his 
two years and three months of serv- 
ice in a London regiment that saw 
much active service. He certainly 
does not try to make himself out a 
hero. He earned the name of 
“Shellproof” by being buried; all but 
his head, by one shell, and imme- 
diately jarred, loose by another 
shell, coming out of the experience 
without a scratch.

Surgeon Grow, formerly liettenant-

AYS the preface: “The greater 

part of the poems here pub- 

lished were hidden, unknown to 
Watts-Dunton, at the Pines. All 
‘round Swinburne’s sitting-room 
there were discovered after his 
death unsightly rolls or parcels tied 
up in old newspaper, some of them 
looking as if they had not been 
opened for half a century. ... 
For many years Swinburne was in 
the habit of allowing miscellaneous 


material to gather on his table un- 
til a moment came when he could 
bear the pressure of it no longer. 
He would then gather everything up, 
tle the whole in the cdrrent news- 
paper of the day, and then delicate. 
ly place it on a shelf, where it was 
never again disturbed.” 

Mr. Gosse, having completed his 
biography of Swinburne, turned to 
these papers. He was assisted by

SOUTHLAND COLLEGES ACTIVE 
ALL LINES WORK WIN WAR 


| -ALLYING to the call of the 
nation, the colleges and uni- 
' versities of Southern: Califor- 
nia are doing intensified war work 
along many lines suggested by the 
government. In addition, univer- 
sity men are being trained for active 
war service, either in the ranks 
or behind the lines, and are a 
ceiving training in military corps 
that have been established at the 
institutions, and in the ladoratories| 
where new chenrical processes are 
being tried out. 2 

At the beginning of the war, the] 
government issued an appeal for 
educated, trained men to serve as 
officers either in the National Army 
or in the army of home workers 
that must sustain the nation’s fight- 
ing forces. As a result, researches 
in chemistry, surgery, dentistry and 
engineering have* been accomplish- 
ed, in addition te the military 
training which in some caser has 
netted college men ap officers’ coni- 
mission. 

All the inatitutions of the South- 
land have responded also to the ap- 
peals made by the Red Cross and 
the Y.M.C.A. Something like 
000 worth of thrift stamps have 
been purchased by students and 
faculty members and about $50,000 


has been subecribed to the Red 
Cross. Mo than 2000 Southern 
California college men have joined 
the colors, and numerous women 
have enlisted for service overseas in 
nureing and other reclamation 
work. 


NEW RESEARCH WORK. 
What is said to be a new ghotese | 
in synthesizing heavy crude oils to! 
produce and teluel, has 
been developed by graduate re- 
search chemists at the University 
of Southern California. The work, 
*nder the direction of Dr. Laird J. 
Stabler, i« in accordance with a 
covernmental request, made at the 
beginning of the war, that Ameri- 
ran chemists produce fermulae of 
their own, thus relleving the neces- 
sity of depending on German-made, 
products. Chemists are at present 
working on a process of separating 
toluel, the chemical at present in 
great demand for the manufacture 
of munitions, from manufactured 
gasoline. 

“As far a8 investigations have 
gone,’ said Dr. Stabler, yesterday. 
“the mono-nitration, or treatment 
by nitric acid, makes it powsible .to 
separate tolvol from unsaturated 
products that have practically the 
same boiling point as the toluol. 
This has been done with but few 
accidents.” 

A proceas originated at this uni- 
versity is the “cracking” of the 
heavy of! that t* obtained from the 
Mexican and the Santa Maria fields. 
This oil has heretofore been a prob- 
lem to the oil profession, due to its 
extreme viscosity, or thickness, and 
the relative difficulty in piping it. 
The thinning process consists of 
pumping it under pressure into a 
chamber, and from here spraying 
it- with steam inte a receptacie into 
which flow hot gases of combus- 
tion coming from a bed of live coke 
in the still which te kept burning 
by air forced into the bed of coals 
from the bottom. 

DEVELOPING POTASH. 

Research for the conversion of 
nitrogen from the air into cyanide 
of potassium is at present being 
done by P. E. Palmer, a graduate 
chemist of the school, under the 
supervision of Prof, lL. E. Weather- 
by. According to Mr. Palmer, «a 
method similiar to that tn experi- 
mentation was employed by Ger- 
man chemists -when that cotntry 
found itself unable to obtain potas- 
sium from outside sources. Chile is 
at present supplying this country 
with all the potash necessary, but 
the government !s redoubling its ap- 
peals for original research and the 
development of potash production. 
At present Los Angeles is the 
principal seat of this industry, and 
one concern, the Western Chemica! 
Products Company of Vernor, is 
said to be turning out more than

the Laboratories Try Out New Processes and 
Engage in Important Researches. 


kelp, and the recently opened 
mines in Southern California. 

Several of the recent graduates of 
the University of Southern Califor- 
nia’s college of chemistry are at 
present working for various private 
firms under governmental supervi- 
sion. One of these, Attillio Bissiri, a 
last year’s graduate, is chief research 
chemist for the Hercules Powder 
Company, in thé department in 
which acetone, a product necessary 
in the manufacture of munitions, is 
manufactured from the fermentation 
of kelp. 

EXPECT BIG RESULTS. 

Bernell Tunison of the class of 
1917 is chief research chemist for 
the General Petroleum Company of 
Los Angeles, and is working on ex- 
periments which it is hoped , will 
prove of great value to the govern- 
ment. Both he and L. R. Rebber of 
the same class, chief research man 
for the Union Oj] Company at San 
Francisco, are working on tolnel 
production, in conjunction with the 
government research committee. 
William Cereghino, a graduate chem- 
ist.of the school, left the institution 
lamt week to assume his duties as 
superintendent of the Western Chem- 
ical Products Company of Vernon. 

Research in prosthetic dentistry 
at the college of dentistry of the 
same university has brought to light 
several important phases of hereto- 


fore untried dental surgery. Under 
the direction of Dr. F. W. Frahm. 
the senior studenfs, men who are 
all enrolled in the Dental Reserve 
Corps. are working on the replac- 
ing of shattered jaw bones, broken 
teeth and various formes of shell 


wounds that effect the oral bones 
(ne exhibition at the college is the 
head bone ofa Fretich soldier. the 
right side of which has been practic- 
ally shot away, including one side of 
the optic cavity. The whole has been 
completely renovat both by natural 
bene grafting and by the use of 
artificial bridging. A plate with an 
artificial eyeRall attached at one end 
was made exactly to fit the «hattered 
bone cavity, and the whole can 
hardly be detected. 

FIX SOLDIERS’

istering to draft and enlisted men. 


tnder the auspices of the Dental:

STATE UNIVERSITY HAS 


WAR RECORD. 


ARIED phases of war organiza- 
V tion have been undertaken at 
the University of California. 
When the next Coast Artillery schoo! 
at Fort Scott begins ite work on June 
4 the untversity will be represented 
by a limited class of picked men, 
sent as a unit by the university's mil- 
itary bureau. The work at Fort 
Scott, requiring three months of in- 
tensive training, will be divided Into 
four courses: The master gunner’s, 
sergeant-major’s, electrician ser- 
geant’s and the radio sergeant's. The 
rating granted in .connection with 
this work is equivalent to the war- 
rant rating In the navy and the 
rank somewhat approaches that of a 
naval petty officer. | 

Several members of the university 
faculty have been summoned into 
government service and are there 
distinguishing themselves. Dr. W. W. 
Campbell, director of the Lick Ob- 
servatory of the university, has 
been eélected a member of* the 
Royal Society of London, an honor 
conferred upon only four Americans. 
The society numbers about 400 
ordinary members, all scientists of 
Great Britain, and about forty for- 
eign members. 

CHILD WELFARE WORK. 

Dr. Jessica FPeixotto, associate 
professor of social economics in the 
institution, Who has been absent on 
leave for the last six months, en- 
gaged in government war work, has 
recently been appointed chairman 
of the department of child welfare 
under the Women’s Committee of 
the Council! of National Defense. 
This department acts in collabora-

LIGHT AND AIR NEEDED. 

Plan out a general cropping 
scheme. Always keep in mind that 
your plan must provide for a con- 
tinuous succession of garden crops. 
Keep your garden busy and plant 
only those things you can either eat 
or sell.

All vegetable gardens should be 
located where the plants will re- 
ceive the mos: sunlight and air pos- 
sible.

Apply manures or fertilizers to 
make the soil rich.

DOUBLE CROPS POSSIBLE. 
Pupils who are participating in 


ihe United States schoo! garden cam- 
paign should be given instruction in 
the double-crop plan of growing 
vegetables. This is advisabie in or- 
der that they mey make the greatest 
possible use of a limited amount of 
ground during the growing seasons. 
they should be instructed in some 
simple problems that. will teach 
them the advantage of the double- 
cropping over the single-cropping 
pian. 

It is possible to have onion sets 
growing between rows of tomato 
vines, especially when the latter are 
trellised. Winter radishes can be 
grown between rows of maturing 
carrots. Navy beans and late cab- 
bage can be coming on between the’ 
rows of early potatoes. Sweet corn 
ean be coming up between rows of 
enions or bush beans, and cabbage 
can be produced in the same way. 
Before planting garden crops, the 
soil should be broken up and pul- 
verized thoroughly. Just as early in 
the spring as possible the garden 
should be plowed or spaded. Do not 
work the soll when it is wet, as this 
will injure it. 

DEEP SPADING HELPS. 


Many gardens are too smal! to be 
plowed; these should be spaded 
deeply with a spading fork. Deep 
spading gives more air to the plant 
and a better opportunity for its roots 
to develop. After the soil is spaded, 
the clods should be thoroughly brok- 
en up and the top soil smoothed off 
with a rake. 

A Wberal dressing of well-rotted 
stable manure should be worked iIn- 
to the soil. This supplies food for 
the plant, improved the physical con- 
dition of the soil and helps to hold 
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calf pump.

SELECTION OF MANURES. 


When manures are selected for the 
sarden, care should be taken that 
there are no elements in them in- 
jJurious to the soil. Sawdust and 
shavings in manure tend to make 
the soll sour. If the manure used 
comes from stables, all shavings and 
sawdust should be removed if pos- 
sible. The manure from sheep. pi- 
geons and chickens contains a great 
deal of plant food. These manures 
are more valuable than the ordinary 
barnyard manures, but must not be 
one too thickly over the gar- 

en. 


Where it is possible to do so, the 
student gardener ought te test seeds 
before planting thet. Here are a 
few simple rules to follow in mak- 
ing seed tests to determine the vi- 
tality of the seed before placing it 
in the ground. 


Fill a water tumbler, a cup or 
Dow! half full of cleAin, molst sand. 
Place ten seeds on top of the sand. 
Cover the top of the tumbler with a 
small plece of glass or a saucer. 
Keep the seeds moist and warm. Note 
the proportion of seeds that ger- 
minate. 

TESTING THE SEEDS. 
Cut three or more pieces of biot- 


paper so 4hat they wil! lie fiat 
in a pie or a soup plate. Place ten 
seeds between each two layers of 
the paper. Add enough water to 
moisten the paper. Keep in a warm 
room. Note the proportion of seeds 
that germinate. 

Plant ten seeds in the soll of a 
flower pot or a window box. Keep 
the soil moist and warm. Note the 
proportion of seeds that germinate. 
Pupils should keep a record of 
these experiments, carefully noting 
results. If the pupil places ten bean 
seeds in a germinating dish and 
seven grow, let him work out the 
percentage of viability. . 

It is especially important to test 
seeds that have been held over from 
previous years.
